In last week’s 1ssue of the, 
Evangel we stated that we 
expected to discuss the top- 
ics given in the‘‘Florida Bap- 
tist Advocate” under the 
date of May 13,1915.

Please notice that this man 
in his article strongly criticis- 
es the “holiness propaganda’”’ 
for doing the very thing in 
which he is engaged. _| say 
again, he is the fighter | 
have read the papers for 35 
years and [have never yet 
seen an article in any _ holi- 
ness paper under a bold head 
line, such as appears in the 
Florida Baptist Witness as an 
attack upon the Baptist cult. 
How would it-look? [| dare 
say that gentleman has never 
seen such a heading in print. 
For his accommodation let us 
havg it: 

THE FALLACY OF THE 
MODERN BAPTIST 
PROPAGANDA 

We do not intend this as 
an attack, but we have the 
same right to head our arti- 
cles like this, and thus wage 
a war against the Baptists as 
he does to write so boldly 
against what he calls the 
“modern holiness propagan- 
da.” I-call attention again to 
the fact that this man has 
done the very thing for 
which he so sharply con- 
demns us. He is fighting us 
when he claims we are the 
guiliy party. 

In his article he never re- 
ferred to one instance where 
his “modern holiness propa- 
ganda” had attacked the Bap- 
tists. Then he can’t plead 
self defense in this instance. 
I challenge this friend Bap- 
tist to show one article where 
any of our people have ar- 
raigned the Baptists with the 
same disrespect and hatred 
and ridicule that is shown in 
his article that appeared in 
the Florida Baptist Witness 
under date of May 13, 1915. 


Ihave more respect for 
the Baptist church than to 










ftaging terms with which 
fs gentleman arraigned the 
holiness movement in the 
above named article. Call 
to mind the teaching of Jude 
where he says, “Yet Michael 
the archangel, when con- 
tending with the devil he 
disputed about the body of 
Moses, durst not bring 
any railing accusation, but 
said, The Lord rebuke thee.” 
Now, dear friends, walk 
softly’and keep humble and 
sweet and show a sympathy 
and pity for the gentleman 
that wrote the article and 
pray for him as_ we kind- 
ly and tenderly read the next 
few words of Jude: “But 
these speak evil of things 
which they know not: but 
what they know naturally, as 
brute beasts, in those things 
they corrupt themselves.” 
I write this with a sacredness 
and love akin to the kind Je- 
sus referred to at Math. 5:44. 
“Love your enemies.” This 
needs no interpretation, but | 
unhesitatingly say that this 
man has attacked something 
that he knows nothing about 
therefore he must %elorg to 
this class. I will add, “He 
who lives in: a glass house 
should not throw stones.” 


You will please notice 
that the “holiness propagan- 
da” is branded as heresy. | 
would not say that there are 
no heretics among the so- 
called “holiness propaganda”’ 
but this writer places the 
whole movement as heresy. 
If we should consider the 
word ‘heresy’ in its full mean- 
ing it would certainly place 
this writer and his associates 
in a peculiar light. I will 
venture to say that he has no 
more authority, under the 
common usage af the term, 
to label the “holiness propa- 
ganda” with heresy than he 
does his friends the Metho- 
dists, Presbyterians, and oth- 
er denominations that_ disa- 
gree with his peculiar opin- 
ions. If we should consider 
the term in the original mean- 
ing it would be easy to prove 
where the real heresy is lo- 
cated. 

AsI think of this, and 
know Him who is the Au- 
thor of the Bible, and have a 
reasonable knowledge of the 
Bible itself, my very bones 
seem on fire with holy zeal 
for the conflict. A knowl- 
edge of that subject alone is 
of great importance and a 
discussion of it, no doubt, 


will only briefly refer to it 
here. Webster says, “The 
Scriptures being the standatd 
of faith, any opinion that is 
repugnant to its doctrines is 
heresy.” We, the “holiness 
propaganda” stand firmly for 
the doctrines of the Bible 
with no fear of successful 
contradition. We hold to 
some of the very teaching | 
that this man in his attack | 
calls heresy. | 





We know it is| 
in the Bible, and he knows it! 
too, unless he belongs to the 
class referred to by Paul at 
1 Tim. 6:3,4, and 2 Tim. 3:7. 
Before we get through with 
these articles we are expect- 
ing to cover the necessary 
ground on this subject.

Now please remember 
that our opponent said,“ Those 
who have gone from our 
churches to walk this road of 
heresy have been worthless 
tothe churches when they 
belonged.”

The Evangel is 
growing in such favor that 
I’m sure it can’t stop now, so 
every step we take toward 
permanence will be that 
much better every way. It

be obliged to have a mailer, 
too, but I know God knows 
our needs and when it is nec- 
essary that will be supplied 
in the same- unexpeted—yet 
always expected—way as 
was the folder. Truly we 
are serving a wonderful God. 

Hope our friends, all the 
workers, will keep riyht on 
pressing the subsc :iptions to 
this wonderful little paper 
and we will soon have 25,-
